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Anaus Breeders of Eastern States Organize 


To those unfamiliar with agricul- 
ture in the far Eastern States, especial- 
ly its history, development and decline 
during the past twenty years or more, 
the fact that an organization, for the 
promotion of the Aberdeen-Angus breed 
of beef cattle in the East has been 
formed means but little. In order to ap- 
preciate the meaning of such a step he 
must know that years ago these Eastern States were famous for 
their beef cattle of various breeds. That the world’s record for a 
beef animal sold at auction was made in New York State in the 
year 1873, and that this record stood until only a few years ago. 
That New England, New York and Pennsylvania supplied a large 
number of the heavy beeves exported to England in those days and 
that before our Eastern population moved to the city and these cities 
grew to such immense size, the beef cattle outnumbered those kept 
for purely dairy purposes many times over. 

The Aberdeen-Angus was unknown in the Eastern States dur- 
ing the time beef breeding was at its height, in fact the first Aber- 
deen-Angus imported to this continent; the three bulls brought over 
by Geofge Grant, of Victoria, 
Kansas; were brought over in 
the year 1873 that marked the 
climax of the craze for Dutch- 
ess Shorthorns that resulted 
in the sale of the 8th Dutchess 
of Geneva for the affore men- 
tioned world’s record price of 
$40,600.00. This sale was in 
progress at New York Mills, 
N. Y., while the black polled 
breed, later destined to set a 
new fashion in both show yard 
and market conformation, was 
first setting foot in America. 

The fourth importation of 
Aberdeen-Angus to reach the 
American continent was that 
of F. B. Redfield, of Batavia, 
N. Y., in 1879, and it is safe 
to say that had this importa- 
tion been made twenty or ev- 
en ten years earlier the breed 
would have been better known 
in our Eastern States than 
later developed, for as we 
know nearly forty years passed before the Eastern States produced 
an International Grand Champion. The herd established by Mr. 
Redfield gradually disappeared without the establishment of other 
herds in the section. It did, however, serve as a valuable source of 
foundation stock for herds in Ohio, Ontario, and States farther west 
that made history for the breed in those early days. Most note- 
be ate of these was the J. S. Hine herd of Ohio that is still in ex- 


The year 1873 not only marked the beginning of the decline in - 


popularity of the Shorthorn in this section, but of all beef cattle 
as well. The herds of Herefords, long established in New Eng- 
land, either passed away: or were known more for their wide horned 
oxen than for their importance among the leading herds of the

breed in America. This change in the 
beef business in Eastern America was 
due to a number of things, principal 
among which were: (1) The increase 
in our urban population, which made the 
production of larger quantities of milk 
necessary, (2) the development of the 
cattle business on the range, (3) move- 
ment to cheaper and more productive 
farming land in the Central States, (4) centralization of the pack- 
ing industry in the Central States and similar and related factors. 

Gradually the type of farming changed and for one reason 
or another the Eastern farmer ceased to think of live stock as a 
necessity on his farm, but was content to sell off what timber there 
was, raise hay until he could raise no more and then move to an- 
other farm to repeat the same process. Naturally, as little live 
stock was kept, the fences were neglected so that today we have 
millions of acres of these abandoned and partially abandoned farms 
that are unfenced save for the brush that grew up where the orig- 
inal pine stump fences decayed and wasted away. This land, con- 
trary to the opinion of its abandoners, is not worthless. The ap- 
plication of lime, legumes and 
live stock will bring it back to 
its original productiveness in 
a comparatively short time. I 
have seen seventy-five bush- 
els of corn, two tons of alfal- 
fa, sixty bushels of oats and 
other crops in proportion pro- 
duced on this land after being 
so rebuilt. Its pasture value 
before receiving any care is 
equal to from ten to thirty 
times the same acreage of 
sage brush land on our wes- 
tern ranges. 

This land lies here, and 
has layed here for years with- 
out producing enough to pay 
the taxes. It sells for from 
three dollars and less in the 
case of stoney, thin land, to 
thirty dollars per acre in the 
case of some very good tracts. 
_Many places consist of only a 
few acres while in some cases 
entire colonies have moved off 
leaving the land so that thousands of acres of farm land are left 
to waste. 

The foregoing is a matter of history and decay, and has little 
to do with Aberdeen-Angus cattle, and yet it is these very facts that 
are making history for the breed at present in this section. 

As stated in an earlier part of this article the Aberdeen-Angus 
had little to do with the early beef cattle history of this section, 
still it has always been a question in my mind whether they would 
not have persisted where the Shorthorn disappeared had they had 
the same opportunity before the decline in beef and rise in dairy 
cattle began. awh

Of the various possible 
systems of breeding, some 
are better adapted to one pur- 
pose, others to another; some 
again are peculiarly adapted 
to animals, an others to 
plants.

ae ye principle that should decide the system to be 
hosen and adhered to depends upon the answer to the following 
question: Is the purpose of the breeding to improve the herd— 
that is, the home stock of the farmer; is it to improve, the breed 
y variety as a whole; or is it to originate new varieties ? 

' The answer to this question should determine the system of 
breeding to be adopted. These purposes are se parate and distinct. 
The first is herd improvement, the acknowledged object of which 
is to build up the home stock until it approaches in excellence the 
approved breeds or strains. This is purely commercial and purely 
selfish in the best sense of the terms, in that the breeder is not 
operating for the good of anybody or anything but himself and his 
pi and is not aiming to outdo anybody else; his purpose is 
rather to secure for himself the improvement that others have or- 
iginated. It is the cheapest and easiest of all forms of breeding 
and productive of the most rapid results. ; 

The second purpose is, on the other hand, chiefly the improve- 
ment of a recognized breed or variety—an improvement intended 
to endow the race more richly than ever before. This is the very 
finest type of finished breeding, and calls for the most intelligent 


and expensive methods, be- 


Know What You are Breeding for Before Starting; 
Grading for the Beginner and Its Possibilities 
for Breeder’s Marketing of Bulls; Line Breeding.

animal, excel either their pre- 
decessors or their contempo- 
raries, and so few of these 
can propagate their own ex- 
excellence. With these con- 
siderations in mind, it is 
worth while to get a clear 
idea of the different systems 
of breeding available for the 
: ; ; various purposes. 

Grading: By “grading” is meant the eal ms of a common or 
relatively unimproved parent with one that is more highly im- 
proved, that is, a “pure bred.” The mating might be made either 
way, but in practice the male is taken for the pure bred parent for 
economic reasons. One pure bred bull with a herd of twenty cows 
can give all the calves in the herd a pure bred sire (that is, make 
them half bloods) whereas, if the making of half bloods were at- 
tempted in the other way it would require twenty pure bred in- 
dividuals, and the crop of calves would have no improvement; be- 
sides which, the improvement made would be not in one but in 
twenty lines, each with its shade of difference. 

Expressed in terms of money, it is possible to give all the 
calves in a herd a pure bred sire—that is, make them all half 
bloods—at a total cost of approximately two dollars per calf, as- 
suming, of course, a reasonable number of cows in the herd and a 
bull at a moderate price but good enough for grading. If the 
making of half blood calves were accomplished in the other way. 
however—that is, providing the pure bred parent on the dam’s 
side—it would cost at the same relative rate close to $40.00 as a 
minimum. This shows the necessarily extreme cost of pure breds 
as compared with grades. 

Improvement by grading is of course limited to herd improve- 
ment. It adds nothing to 
the breed, but it distributes ~ 


cause in this case the 
breeder is a leader, not a 
follower and an imitator. 
The third purpose in 
breeding is not to improve 
anything but to secure 
something entirely new, 
different from, and pre- 
sumably better than, any 
previously existing strains. 
In carrying out this pur- 
pose, the breeder proceeds 
upon the assumption that 
our varicties are too few; 
that gaps exist which may 
be filled up, and that it is 
better to produce some- 
thing new than to depend 
upon improving the old. 
This is the most ambitious 
of all forms of breeding, 
ard appeals to creative 
genius rather than to con- 
servative business  in- 
stincts, which incline to 
improvement of existing 


breed excellence rapidly 
with extreme certainly. 
Such a sire is almost sure- 
ly prepotent over the 
dams, whatever they may 
be, and the mathematics 
of mating shows that if 
the practice is continued 
for six generations, but 
one and a half per cent. of 
the original unimproved 
blood will remain. 

By this we can see 
that the unimproved blood 
soon becomes insignificant 
and rapidly disappears. 
This is why it is that in 
the early days of breeding 
the sixth and seventh cross 
is declared eligible to rec- 


rd. 

It should be noted that 
if any one of these genera- 
tions be bred with itself 
(grades with grades), no

races rather than to the 
production of new ones. 
Naturally it is most com- 
mon in plant breeding, in 
which numbers are not so serious a matter, and in which breeding 
operations are less expensive. 

_As has been remarked, these three purposes in breeding are 
entirely distinct. These distinctions should be clearly in the mind 
of the student when studying systems of breeding, and the breeder 
himself must be in no sense uncertain as to which one is really in 
his mind when he begins his breeding operations. If his purpose 
is to improve his own, let him frankly admit it to himself and 
proceed accordingly, leaving high prices and hazardous enterprises 
to others. If, on the other hand, he hopes to do something dis- 
tinetive for his breed, and is satisfied that he has the money and 
the patience to do it, then again his purpose is clear cut and his 
methods are well indicated. 

All Breeding Expensive Except Herd Improvement: All forms 
of breeding are costly whenever the purpose is to produce some- 
thing better than ever before. If the puprose is only to multiply 
excellence, then it is comparatively cheap; but the original pro- 
duction of excellence, which is breeding in the highest sense of the 
term, is relatively expensive, because so few individuals, plant or

progress is made. Thus 
individuals of the second 
generation are one-fourth 
unimproved, and bred to a 
generation of their own kind, they will still remain one-fourth un- 
improved. By the same principle, half bloods bred to half bloods 
will produce half bloods indefinitely. The effects of grading cease 
the moment we discontinue the pure bred sire. 

By the following table, it is seen that the continuous use of 
eee bred sires finally causes the disappearance of unimproved

Hayston Berber Boy, from Mr. W. M’Laren, 
Drummore, Blackford, was sixth. 


December Calves. 


This was a very good class, judged by Messrs. Beddie and Cran. 
The winner was again found in a representative of the Ballindal- 
loch herd. Elmar of Ballindalloch (47886), a choicely-bred son of 
Evilesco, of true Erica lineage, was an easy first. He is a bull of 
great “scouth” and substance, well fleshed, lengthy, and close to 
the ground. Of rather a different type was the second, from Mr. 
R. M. Reid, Tillyrie, Milnathort, named Ezar of Tillyrie (48222). 
He is a neat little bull by Erosador (39490). Mr. David Dean, 
Achvochkie, Advie, the breeder of the good breeding bull Ernest, 
was third with Jodrel of Achvochkie (48486), by Burma of Connage 
(42976), from a well-bred, good breeding cow. Jodrel is well 
brought out, but requires all his furnishing in flank and thighs. Mr. 
Peter Grant, Mains of Advie, had fourth with Elloblack of Advie 
(47885), a fleshy bull, but rather lacking quality. Mr. P. D. Rob- 
ertson had fifth with Premier of Castlecraig (48959), a right good 
bull, of the Pride of Mulben family, and from a first-class cow. He 
got no more than he deserved. Mr. J. F. Cumming of Kinermony, 
Aberlour, had sixth with Proud Prince of Kinermony (49124), a 
bit leggy, but gay. His second dam was the H. & A. S. Hawick 
champion of 1914, Pride of Palermo (49178). The seventh was 
Equidor of Ballintomb (47984). Two very nice bulls in the short 
leet were the eighth, Mr. John M’G. Petrie’s Enchanter (47944), 
and Mr. Gordon R. Shiach’s Genial (48283), a low-set fleshy fellow, 
perhaps a little easy in the top line. , 


January Calves. — 


This was a splendid class, judged by Messrs. Cridlan and Penny. 
Once more Ballindalloch led, this time with what was regarded as 
his best bull, and which the judges eventually placed as the second 
best bull in the show. Boxer of Ballindalloch (37812), as he is 


named, is a very thick well-fleshed yearling with a beautiful head, 
straight lines, and uncommonly good quarters and thighs. He may 
‘not walk to perfection. Mr. Walter Wilson, Inchgower, Buckie, was 
second with Prince of Secrets (49047), got by a home-bred sire from 
a Pride of Aberdeen cow. His sire, Bithon (39024), was sire of 
Bunty, the first prize cross-bred heifer at Edinburgh and Smith- 
field, 1920, and his dam has been a grand breeder. He is deep and 
well fleshed, but may be a shade narrow. Mr. John S. Grant was 
third with Kodak of Gallovie (48575), perhaps not quite right on 
the plates. Another of the clan, Mr. James Grant, Beananach, Carr 
Bridge, was fourth with Roger B. (49186), very straight, level and 
deep. Mr. John N. Rae was fifth with Burgess of Norsted (47433), 
perhaps easy a little in his back, and not so good behind as some in 
front of him. Mr. J. M’G. Petrie was sixth with Evolarus (48188), 
a well-bred quality yearling by Earl Taurus of Ballindalloch (39254), 
which was second at the H. & A. S. aged class last year. The 
seventh was Hayston Ideal Beau (48357), from Mr. James Whyte. 
Byron of Duthil (47443) was eighth. ty ‘ 


February Calves. 


Messrs. Beddie and Cran judged this very fine section. The 
winner was found in Messrs. Marshall & Mitchell’s Escalad of Blea- 
ton (48058), from Bleaton, Blairgowrie, eventually placed the third 
best bull and the fourth best animal in the show. He was brought 
out in perfect bloom, has a lovely head, very — ears, stands on 
short legs, is very straight in his lines, with good quarters, walks 
well, and handles well. His sire was Esquire of Harviestoun 
(43583), first in the youngest class at this show in 1919, and on 
the dam’s side a true-bred Erica. Mr. J. Hamilton Houldsworth of 
Dallas was second with Righ of Dallas (49177), a Ruth of Tillyflour, 
not quite of the same type as the first, a little easy behind the 
shoulder, with deep quarters, and exceedingly good over the top. 
His sire was one of the Harviestoun first prize group at this show 
in 1917. Mr. R. M. Reid of Tillyrie was third with Proud Boy of 
Tillyrie (49102), by Erosador, a very nice bull, showing good breed 
character, with perhaps rather much white on the underline. Messrs. 

. & W. G. Macpherson of Mulben, Keith, were fourth with Mulben 
Elegance (48751), a strong well-fleshed bull by a Ballindalloch bull 
from a good breeding cow. Eskdale of Harviestoun (V. 45) was 
fifth, and Eventful of Aberlour (48149) sixth. 


March Calves. 


Messrs. Beddie and Cran had a very fine selection of bulls to 
deal with here. Again Messrs. Marshall & Mitchell led, this time 
with Emptor of Bleaton (47936), a heifer’s first calf, got by Es- 
quire of Harviestoun. A choice well-bred specimen is this—well 
brought out and very uniform in all his points. The Earl of Rose- 
bery, K. G., Dalmeny, had second with a dandy in Blacksmith of 
Dalmeny (47374), by Gaffer II. of Skillymarno (43737). Mr. D. 
P. Elliot was third with Ellman of Nisbethill (47884), by Edgar of 
Harviestoun (43288), third prize bull at Perth, 1918. The fourth, 
Black Beattie (47305), was from Mr. J. S. Grant, Easter Gallovie,

OLD COUNTRY PURE-BREDS LOWER 
THAN LAST YEAR; DODDIES LEAST AFFECTED! 


A perusal of the Shorthorn and Aberdeen-Angus sales in Scot- 
land last month is worth close study, for it reflects world conditions 
of credit as affecting the pure bred business. While Aberdeen-An- 
gus cows sold nearly $60 higher than last year, two-year-old heifers 
were off $170, yearling heifers $250, and bulls nearly $60. The tip- 
top bulls were a shade higher than last year, but the common and 
tail-ends were much cheaper. But at Perth the Shorthorn had a 
big come-down. In 1920 there were sold 603 head at an average 
of £280, while this year there were 694 head sold at an average of 
£157, or a drop of roughly $480 a head, not allowing for a differ- 
ence of nearly 70 cents in exchange between the two sales, which 
would probably reduce the drop about $140, or thereabouts. On 
bulls, the drop was £120, or close to,$480, or figuring exchange dif- 


ference for a year, $336. ‘

BREED paper, rather than a political paper, 
and we hope to keep it always as such. Any- 
way, the bottom has been touched, uncer- 
tainty and hesitation are over, and more 
sales are being scheduled every day until it 
begins to look like the “normalcy” thing was 
back at last. We won’t see any more sky- 
the-limit kind of sales by speculators and 
boomers, let us hope; but we will see a great 
many cattle change hands and become the 
property of new breeders, and especially will 
we see thousands of average farmers who 
have never owned a pure bred sire, buy pure 
bred Aberdeen-Angus bulls to sire steers to 
top the markets or to get steers that will 
turn grass into a high class animal that can 
go to the feed lots and then turn corn into 
beef that will make money for all concerned. 

There is no equal of the Aberdeen-Angus 
breed when the breed is aimed at that mark 
by men who shoot straight. There are 
plenty of farmers, ranchers and planters who 
want and need pure bred sires, all around 
every breeder. All he needs to do is to 
get his mind off the record sales and the 
show ring glamor and sell to these men who 
want his product, and the Doddie will step 
into the breach and go to the head of the 
class numercially as well as qualitatively in 
the next five years. There has been too 
much P. T. Barnum stuff about the pure 
bred business in the past; maybe there’s a 
sucker born every minute, put after a bunch 
of them have been hooked and thrown back 
in the creek, the new ones get wise by see- 
ing what happened to the others.

19s 5d since last year, though one of the animals

(65600), an opening bid of 300 gs. was made, and the 
price rose rapidly to 600 gs., when bidding ceased, 
and the heifer was turned out unsold; but on Mr. Rae 
intimating the reserve price of 1000 gs., the represen- 
tative of Mr. Macbeth of Dunira, Crieff, immediate 
ly made an offer, and secured the heifer at that figure.

As with two-year-olds, trade for yearling heifers 
showed a considerable drop from last year, and eom- 
paratively few of the animals realized’ three-figure 
prices. The average was £65 11s. 8d down from last 
year. The top price reached in the class was 580 gs., 
paid by Messrs. Carpenter & Ross, Ohio, U. S. A., 
for Mr. D. M. Allan’s first prize winner, Maid of 
Bummers (66252).

It discourages variability, and 
rapidly reduces it toa minimum. Moreover, 
whatever variations do occur will be in I-ne 
with the prominent characters of the chosen 
branch of the breed. 

Advantages of Line Breeding: The na- 
ture of results secured by this system can 
almost certainly. be predicted; and when they 
do appear, and improvement is at hand, it 
is backed up by the most powerful heredi- 
tary influence obtainabie, because of the 
simplicity and strength of the ancestry, 
which, if the selection has been good, a!l 
“pulls” in the same direction. The records 
of all breeds will show the pronounced re- 
sults that have followed judicious line breed- 
ing. A volume could be filled with pictures 
of famous animals so produced. 

As to disadvantages, the chief danger is 
that the breeder will select by pedigree, 
abandoning real individual selection. A line 
bred pedigree is valuable or dangerous in 
exact proportion as the individuals have 
been kept up to grade. It will not replace 
selection, but on the contrary calls for the 
most discriminating care within the line. 

If the breeder selects by paper, and not in 
the yards, and a few generations of inferior 
animals creep in, then line breeding will 
consign the whole bunch to the limbos 
quicker and more certainly than will any 
other known system of breeding—a fate 
that has overtaken more than one line that 
gga became prematurely fashion- 
able. 

Line Breeding Best System for Improve- 
ment: No other system of breeding has 


ever secured the results that line breeding 
has secured, and if the present state of 
knowledge is reasonably sound, no other 
system will ever be so powerful in getting 
the most possible out of a given breed or 
variety, especially of animals, and this with

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the greatest certainly as we go along. The 
only requirement is, not to abandon indi- 
vidual selection. A pedigree is not a crutch 
on which incompetence can lean; it is a 
guarantee of blood lines—a field inside of 


which breeding operations and selection may 


with confidence be confined. 

The word “confined” is used advisedly, 
for after line breeding has been practiced 
for a few generations, the ancestry becomes 
a kind of pure breed of its own—a breed 
within a breed, so to speak—and any at- 
tempt to introduce blood from other lines 
is likely to be followed by the pains and 
penalties of hybridization; for a departure 
from line breeding is a kind of crossing in 
a small degree, and so rapidly do blood lines 


become intensified that line bred animals- 


assume all the attributes of distinct strains, 
as they in truth are, and they will be likely 
to behave as such ever after. 

In saying that line bred animals tend to 
behave like pure strains, and that their 
progeny from union with other strains be- 
have like hybrids, it is not meant that such 
unions should never be made, or that such 
behavior is as persistent as with real cross- 
es. In truth, many lines are so stubborn 
as never to blend with others afterward (be- 
having like the most strongly established 
races), but, on the other kand, most of them 
will yield to well-directed and persistent 
effort; that is to say, a line bred herd can 
be modified, and in time made to assume the 
characters of another family, but the pro- 
cess is attended with a struggle and not a 
few failures. It has been fashionable at 
times to decry line breeding, but the fact 
remains that a few generations of good 
breeding soon bring the herd and its career 
to a point where line breeding must be prac- 
ticed or a worse alternative must be accept- 
ed, for with well-selected strains all out- 


breeding is mixed breeding.

interested in Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
bene eeurchasing a foundation for a herd 
pecame so enamored of the breed that they 
continued to breed the cattle in spite of ad- 
verse conditions, isolation, lack of support 
nd the jeers of their neighbors. It is to 
these men that the Aberdeen-Angus world 
owes a vote of thanks. These breeders of 
Pennsylvania, New York, New England, and 
the States south of these who have stuck 
with the breed through thick and thin, and it 
is these men who have made the formation 
of an Eastern Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ As- 
sociation possible, and who, together with 
the newer men in the business are making 
new history for the breed in the East. 

A few years ago, eight in fact, I came to 
these Eastern States from the corn belt with 
the image of an Aberdeen-Angus cow in my 
eye, and expecting to find at least a few 
such animals to encourage my endeavors to- 
ward beef promotion in the East. One of 
the first large State Fairs I attended was 
the New York State Fair at Syracuse, and 
imagine my surprise and chagrin to find but 
one herd of each of the principal beef breeds 
on exhibit. I can safely say without danger 


of injuring the feelings of the only Aber-. 


deen-Angus exhibitor that his cattle were 
far inferior to those of the corn belt, and I 
was much disappointed. I have within the 
present month seen his herd and it is a won- 
derful example of what a man of limited 
means can do in the upbuilding of a herd. 

Gradually the exhibits of the breed im- 
proved until last year, we were overjoyed to 
learn from a disinterested representative of 
a live stock a that our shows at both 
Syracuse, N. Y., and Springfield, Massa- 
chusetts were the equal of any in the coun- 
try. Naturally the interest has grown with 
the increase and improvement in animals 
shown so that instead of a total of two hun- 
dred dollars in prize money at these fairs we 
have $1350.00 and $2150.00, and the cattle 
shown are able to hold their own in the hot- 
test competition at the International. 

Other factors besides the interest of these 
breeders have been at work to bring avout 
a new interest not only in Aberdeen-Angus, 
but in beef cattle in general in the Eastern 
States. Such factors are: (1) an overpro- 
duction of milk, (2) scarcity of labor, (3) 
high price of central western land, (4) cost 
of buildings and equipment, (5) increase in 
freight rates, (6) reclamation of abandoned

ers in general that they owe it to themselves 
to take a larger part in the affairs of the 
world, a thing that is not possible unless 
there is at least a little leisure time from 
agricultural duties. 

That there is an overproduction of milk is 
admitted by milk producers throughout the 
East. Milk condensaries are shut down in 
many sections and distributors are refusing 
to take milk outside of certain zones. Dur- 
ing the past few years labor has been prac- 
tically unobtainable and while conditions 
have improved somewhat we can hardly ex- 
pect plentiful labor as the demands of our 
cities are increasing annually and the young- 
er generation will not be tied to a milking 
stool. 

Farmers in the Central West are coming 
East by the score and are taking over the 
cheap Eastern farms, many of which can be 
bought for less than would be required to 
build the buildings they carry. The num- 
ber of these farms for sale have become so 
pronounced that the State of New York has 
issued a thick bulletin listing the thousands 
of farms for sale within the State. The in- 
crease in freight rates has also helped the 
Eastern beef producer for with present 
methods of beef production, wherein a max- 
imum use of home grown feeds and the lux- 
uriant Eastern pastures is made, it is possi- 
ble for him to produce beef on a par with 
the Central Western breeder. When the dif- 
ference in freight rates to our Eastern mar- 
kets is added to his profits he has a decided 
advantage. 

A factor in favor of beef production. in 
the Eastern States that is overlooked by the 
majority of Agricultural economists is the 
fact that the population of our Eastern cities 
is made up largely of people of the Jewish 
faith so much so that New York has been 
referred to by a hack writer as “The Jew 
Nited States.” The orthodox Jew must have 
freshly killed beef of the better grades. In 
other words for the trade, which amounts to 
many thousand beeves daily, is required 
steer beef of the good to prime grades, 
freshly killed, on the market where distribut- 
ed, and it is obvious that the frozen beef or 
any other beef killed half way across the 
continent, weeks or even months previous, 


can no more supply this demand than can the 
remains (and I use the term advisedly) of 
the Eastern dairy cow after she has passed 
her days of usefulness. This trade requires 
double the number of cattle one would im- 
agine as only forequarters are used. 

All of these factors have combined to in- 
crease the interest in beef cattle in the East, 
and since our Association has be to take 
an interest in this work there oe been a 
marked increase in demand for Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle for our Eastern States. Sever- 
al sales have been held in this territory. 
These were of a breed promotional nature 
and were a success. - Eastern breeders are 
sold out of surplus stock and cattle are be- 
ing shipped in every day from the Central 
States. Only a shoyt while will elapse before

With the idea of fae the interests

There were breeders present 
from the following states: New York, New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania, Connecticut, Mary- 
land, Massachusetts and Maine, and one of 
the most enthusiastic meetings ever held in 
the East ensued. Among the many subjects 
discussed were various topics on breeding, 
advertising, publicity, boys and girls calf 
clubs, ete. Plans were laid for a futurity 
show of the breed at one of the Eastern 
State Fairs this fall and the executive com- 
mittee was authorized to take the matter in 
hand and make such arrangeinents as they 
saw fit.
